His terri- 


tory embraced eitjht or ten counties in 
the Southwest, extemiinz as far north as 
Bates County. 
OVLT this territory he 


traveled all tlie time, sending in risks to 
his company In lame numbers from wide- 
ly different points. 


Thu Continental's plan Is to insure a 


house, inking Hie owner's note, due 
twelve months alter ilate, for payment, 
paying the agent receiving the business 
twenty-live per cent, of the face value of 
the premium notes in cash.

Jackson would send lu an average of 


three or four applications a week, nearly 
all of them boiim for large amounts, and 
received his premiums regularly lu cash. 
1'rom the very first he did a booming 
business, and the company held him to 
be one of Its most valued employes. Not 
long since he sent lu an application, ac- 
companied by u note to .pay for'tlie pol- 
iey, which described thu property as sit- 
uated in section 81) of a curtain township 
and ratine.

Since his arrest, It Is said tbat Jackson 


•came here from Iowa, where he is want, 
ed for several transactions which wouk 
retire him to the Penitentiary for severa:

Tb> board approved tho report and 
the petition was denied. 


Supervisors Freeman, Tucker and 


Manacke, the committee appointed 
to have charge of the fair grounds, 
submitted the following preamble and 
resolution: 


WHEREAS, The state of Illinois is 


seeking a location for a Soldiers' 
Home, be it 


lii'Hotvcrl, That the committee ap- 


pointed at the June meeting to have 
charge of the fair grounds with pow- 
er to sell the same for not less than 
$0,500, are hereby empowered to sell 
said grounds to the state of Illinois 
for such an amount as they may deem 
for the best interests of the county, 
provided said grounds shall be used 
as a site for the Soldiers' Home. 


Adopted unanimously.

SEEKING SCALPS. 


Supervisor Woodcock called the at- 


tention of the board to the fact that 
private persons were now occupying 
office room in the county building for 
the transaction of business. He in- 
troduced a resolution instructing the 
chairman of the Public Buildings 
committee to notify all such persons 
to vacate the room now occupied by 
them.

REDIBTRIOTINCI TOWNSHIPS. 


The now election law provides that 


the townships shall be'redistricted for 
voting purposes in order tbat no v.it- 
irig precinct shall contain less than 
40U nor more than 450 votes. It is 
further provided that the townships 
shall be redistricted at the July meet- 
ing of the board, or at a special or 
adjourned meeting to beheld iuAug 
ust. In order that the provisions 
of the law might be complied with a 
resolution was introduced yesterday, 
instructing the supervisors to redia- 
trict their respective towns. It was 
adopted. 


The only townships entitled to 


more than one election precinct are 
Decatur and Maroa. At the Novem- 
ber election, 1884, there were upward 
of 3,200 votes cast in Decatur town- 
ship. Decatur township can there- 
fore bo divided into eight voting pre- 
cincts. 


The city of Docatuv being entitled 


to six wards, and perhaps seven, the 
supervisors of Decatnr township will 
confer with the council relative to the 
work of rediatrioting. If the city be 
divided into seven wards, the super- 
visors will divide the township into 
seven voting precincts. The super- 
visors will report to tho board at an 
adjourned meeting to be held next 
month.

Corn in Illinois. 


The July report of the [Ilinois de- 


partment of agriculture will be sent 
out in a few days, and from the re- 
ports of correspondents received the 
following concerning corn prospects 
has been compiled: The area of corn 
ia much larger than last season, es- 
pecially in tbe central and southern 
counties, and the growing crop has 
generally been well cultivated. The 
most unfavorable condition likely to 
affect corn in Illinois would.be an 
early and severe frost before the late 
planting had matured. The corres- 
pondents of the department are, as 
a rule, farmers of extended exper- 
ience and deeply interested in the ac- 
curacy of the returns. The prospects 
are encouraging for nearly as large 
an average yield of corn per acre in 
all portions of the state as at the cor- 
responding date last season. The 
present area of corn is larger than 
last season in all the central and 
southern counties, and with few ex- 
ceptions in all the northern counties. 
There has been considerable improve- 
ment in the condition of corn during 
the last month, and with H favorable 
fall season for maturing there will be 
about au average yield of corn per 
acre throughout the state. July con- 
dition of corn in the northern and 
central divisions of tbe state is not, as 
promising as at a corresponding date 
last season. Tho prospects are more 
favorable for corn than last season in 
the southern division of the state, 
and an average yield per acre is well 
assured in this portion. The eaily 
planted corn had generally been well 
cultivated and is making satisfactory 
growth. There ;s an unusually large 
area of late planted corn that is quite 
small, and in not a few instances the 
replanted corn shows the want of cul- 
tivation during the harvest season. 
In Macon county the condition of the 
crop is 91 per cent of an average. 
There are thirteen counties in the 
central grand division which show a 
better average.

was fine until about 4 o'clock. 
Then the wind sprang up_ and as 
the waves began to rise the fishermen 
started for the landing. The sun was 
shining brightly and there was but 
one cloud to be seen. That was a 
threatening ofle, however, and it was 
spreading rapidly. 
Whtn Mr. Conk- 


lin's boat arrived within twenty feet 
of the landing there came a blinding 
flash of lightning followed immedi- 
ately by a terrific report. 
Mr. Conk- 


lin was seen to throw up both hands 
and fall into the water. The shock 
was so great that Rev. Orr was also 
knocked out of the boat, but as he 
rose he grasped a gunwale and held 
on until rescued. There was much 
excitement and confus;on for a time 
and it was not clearly known for sev- 
eral minutes that Mr. Conklin had 
been killed. The body was recover- 
ed from the water about 7 o'clock. 
The bolt struck the unfortunate man 
on the head, passed downward over 
his face, burning his whiskers, and 
thence down his right breast. Near 
the low<=r rib on the right side the 
skin was burned off, leaving a place 
the size of a silver dollar. The fluid 
also left its mark on his lower limbs. 


The funeral will take place to-mor- 


row afternoon. The hour has not yet 
been named.

Saturday mnrning at 3 o'clock 


there is said to have been a cloud 
burst north of Monticello. The San- 
gamon at that point suddenly rose 
four feet, and a part of the railroad 
bridge and some 1,200 feet of track 
were washed out. A freight engine 
and three cars were dumped into the 
river early in the morning. The 
freight train was from the north, and 
for some distance before reaching the 
bridge the engine had been run slow- 
ly through the water which covered 
tbe rails. It was impossible for the 
engineer to see that any trestle had 
been washed away. The first warn- 
ing of danger came when the engine 
ran off into the water.

Only three freight "cars fol- 
lowed the engine into the water, the 
others remaining at a stand still on 
the truck. The coud net or and freight 
crew were in the roar of the train and 
escaped all danger. The Sangamon 
at Monticello is higher than it has 
been for thirr.y years, and great dam- 
age has resulted. The high water 
will probably reach us to-day. The 
damage to the Wabash tracks will not 
be fully repaired for several days.

July 14th. 
The corn as far south as 


Fana and Mattoon was saved, while 
further south there was an utter fail- 
ure. 
We have reason therefore to re- 


joice that this timely rain of last 
week has mads thousands of dollars 
for the people of Macon county and 
millions for Central Illinois.
